TO 

Amend the Provisions iia to Payments for. Light Railways 
in Ireland. 

W HBBEAS by the Light Kailways (Ireland) Act, 1889, and 
tlio Acts amending the same, the Treasury are authorised 
to pay for the purpose of light and other railways in Ireland 
anaual sums not exceeding in the aggregate twenty thousand 
5 pounds a year, in addition to the residue, if any, for the time 
being remaining unappropriated of the sum of forty thousand 
pounds a year mentioned in the ninth section of the Tramways and 
Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883, and by section four of the 
Public Accounts and Charges Act, 1891, provision is made for 
10 commuting these annual payments : 

And whereas liabilities have been incurred under those Acts to 
an amount which, if payable in full, may exceed by not more than 
five thousand pounds per annum the payments which the Treasury 
were thereby empowered to make, and it is expedient to make pro- 
15 ■vision for the discharge of those liabilities : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

20 1. Sub-section one of section six of the Light Railways (Ireland) 

Act, 1889, and section four of the Public Accounts and Charges 
Act, 1891, shall have effect as if the words tweiit^-Jive thousmd 
pounds ” were therein substituted for the -words “ twenty thousand 
pounds.” 

26 2. This Act may be cited as the light Railways (Ireland) Act, 

1893. 
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
